Influx of Willkie Money Shortens 
New York Betting Odds to 2 to 1

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—An in- 
flux of Willkie money, estimated 
by one betting commissioner at 
$100,000 over the week end alone, 
has reduced the current odds favor- 
ing election of Roosevelt to 2 to 1 
at Wall street establishments and 
at a Broadway bookmaker’s office 
to the even lower figure of 9 to 5. 
At Baldwin & Co., 32 Broadway, 
and at C. Woodruff Valentine & 
Co., 50 Pine street, commissioners 
handling much of the betting in 
the financial district, it was re- 
ported that most of the wagers 
were from out-of-town customers 
for moderate sums. 
The rush of Willkie money began 
when the long odds, once favoring 
Roosevelt as high.as 3 to 1, became 
public. The odds dropped Oct. 7 
to 12 to 5 and by the end of 
the week they were 11 to 5. The 
2 to 1 figure this week reflects con- 
tinued heavy support by backers 
of the Republican nominee. 
On Broadway, Jack Doyle’s even 
shorter odds of 9 to 5 on Roose- 
velt or 2 to 5 on Willkie are fig- 
ured solely on the basis of the 
amount of money “offered” on the 
candidates. Like other bookmak- 
ers, Doyle regulates the odds so 
that he will have a profit regardles: 
of the winner. 
At the Wall street estabishments, 
however, personal sentiments are 
more likely to influence the odds 
temporarily. Wagers are ‘laid off’ 
as directed by the bettor who, for 
example, may put up $1000 to be 
wagered at 2 to 1 on Roosevelt or 
offer to bet $500 against $1000 on 
Willkie.

Preparations for Embargo. 

Authorities meanwhile prepared 
to put into effect tonight the re- 
cently proclaimed embargo on 
iron and steel scrap to any coun- 
tries outside of the Western Hemi- 
sphere, except Great Britain. Al- 
though officials stated that the 
measure was dictated by defense 
considerations and not aimed at 
any nation, the embargo cut off a 
major source of supply for Japan, 
which has been obtaining from this 
country most of the scrap it needed 
for vital military manufactures. 

As the embargo time neared, a 
detachment of the United States 
fleet which hag been in California 
waters for overhaul the last two 
weeks moved out to sea yesterday 
to return to Hawaii. Other vessels 
were expected to replace them at 
the California bases for overhauls, 
in line with the policy of keeping 
the fleet in the Pacific at peak ef- 
ficiency.

for Canadian defense industries. 

| Proposal That Failed. 

| The engineering investigations 
look to an early understanding to 
carry out power development 
phases of the long-standing but 
'previously unsuccessful proposal 
for a deep waterway linking the 
Great Lakes with the sea. In some 
quarters it was believed that a new 
‘treaty might be drafted during the 
winter, possibly to be submitted to 
the Senate at its next session. 

A previous treaty was rejected by 
‘the Senate in 1934, with opponents 
charging that it would benefit Can- 
ada more than the United States 
and that Atlantic and Mississippi 
ports would suffer by the diversion 
of traffic to the St. Lawrence sea- 
way.

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Teachers’ Pension System Urged 
By Anderson to Improve Instruction 


Security Would Also Aid Morale of Corps and | 


Save Money, Superintendent Tells 
Forum at Soldan. 


A teachers’ retirement system in 
St. Louis would improve the qual- 
ity of instruction, aid morale of the 
teaching corps and save money, at 
least at the start, speakers assert- 
ed last night at a forum at Soldan 
High School sponsored by the Pub- 
lic Education Association. 

Asked by a member of the au- 
dience what it would cost in in- 
creased taxes, Superintendent of 


Instruction Homer W. Anderson re-| 


plied the question could not be an- 
gswered until an actuary working on 
retirement makes his report, but 
. added “it probably won’t mean an 
addition to the 85-cent tax, which 


is one of the lowest school taxes 
in the United States.” 


Anderson pointed out a large sav- 
ing would result from the replace- 
ment of a teacher at the top salary 
level by a beginner. The maximum 
high school salary is $4000 and 
elementary $2700. Beginners start 
at $1200. 

Taxpayers’ organizations were in- 
vited to send representatives to 
serve on a discussion panel but 
none did. No one at the meeting,

Besides Superintendent Anderson, 
members of the panel were Miss 
Marie Ernst, chairman of the 
Teachers’ Committee on Retire- 
ment; Dr. Rudolph Hofmeister, 
member of the Board of Education, 
and Miss Susan Scully of Chicago, 
an assistant principal of a school 
for crippled children and member 
of the teachers’ pension board. 


Humanitarian, Anderson Says. 


A teacher disturbed by fear of 
the future is likely to be a poor 
teacher, Anderson asserted. The 
strongest reason for instituting a 
retirement system is that it is a 
humanitarian method of replacing 
old teachers by young, enthusiastic 
instructors, he said. 

Miss Ernst pointed out St. Louis 
is the largest city in the United 
States without a retirement plan. 
Only five states—Missouri, Idaho, 
Oklahoma, North Carolina and 
South Carolina—have no provision 
for teacher retirement systems. 

The plan favored by her group, 
she continued, was a joint contribu- 
tory system, by which half of a 
teacher’s pension is her own money. 
“We would like to have a commit- 
tee of citizens join in helping us 


prepare a bill for the coming State 
Legislature on which we _ could 
unite,” she said. “We are not ask- 
ing for State funds; we are only 
asking that communities be per- 
mitted to establish local systems 
at their own expense. Part of the 
school taxes should be allocated to 
a retirement system.” 


Dr. Hofmeister said he was of 
the opinion members of the Scnool 
Board favor a retirement system. 
He recalled the Strayer survey rec- 
ommended retirement as “very de- 
sirable.” The survey pointed out 
the median age of teachers here 
is 45 to 50, one in nine teachers 
is past 65 years old and the turn- 
over is onlv 3 per cent a year. 


Chicago Retirement Plan. 

A retirement plan has been in 
operation in Chicago since 1896, 
Miss Scullygrelated. Retirement is 
compulsory at 65 there. A teacher 
pays into ihe retirement fund $50 
a year for 12 years and then $120 
a year. Other income for the fund 
comes from a tax on property of 
eight-tenths of a mill. 

Chicago teachers who retire after 
25 years receive $800 a year; those 
who retire after 35 years get $1200 
a year. If a teacher waits until she 
is 65 years old before retiring, she 
receives a pension of $1700 a year. 
A somewhat different state-wide 
system in Illinois provides for a 
payment by the teacher of 4 per 
cent of her annual salary, Miss 
Scully pointed out. Knowing that 
she will receive a pension, a teach- 
er is more likely to spend money 
on travel and education, the speak- 
er added, 

Asked when action might be ex- 
pected on the proposal, Miss Ernst 
said the bill should pass in Jan- 
uary and the system be instituted 
next September. A sound retire- 
ment system must have a disability 
provision, she added. 


MULES REPLACED BY TRUCKS 
IN 25 OF 27 U. S, DIVISIONS 


Assistant War Secretary Says 186,- 
000 Vehicles Will Be Needed for 
Army of 1,400,000. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 15 (AP).—The 
army mule is on his last legs, fig- 
uratively speaking, so far as this 
country’s armed forces are _ con- 
cerned, 

There are a few still doing serv- 
ice, says Assistant War Secretary 
Robert P. Patterson, but he added 
in a speech to the Society of Auto- 
motive Engineers last night that 
‘all animal-drawn transportation is 
being replaced so far as practicable 
with motorized equipment.” 

“This does not mean that the 
death-knell of the horse has been 
sounded, or of the army mule 
either. But of the 27 divisions in 
the continental United States, 25 
now rely entirely on motor trans- 
port for tactical operation and sup- 
ply.” 

Patterson said the War Depart- 
ment’s motorization policy would re- 
quire 186,000 vehicles to equip a 
field force of 1,400,000 men.

ROOSEVELT SIGNS BILL 


LIMITING CITIZENSnIP 


j bill 


Naturalization Denied Aliens 
Favoring Overthrow of Gov- 
ernment by _ Force. 


WASHINGTON, Oc.. 15 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt has signed a 
forbidding naturalization of 
aliens connected with any organi- 
zation, association, society or other 
body opposed to the United States 
Government and those who write, 
publish or advocate overthrow of 
the Government by force. 
Persons with dual nationality 
must return to the United States 
and assert their American citizen- 
ship or lose it. 

The President signed a measure 
excluding prison-made goods from 
interstate commerce. Persons ship- 
ping such goods across state lines 
were made liable by the new law to 
a $1000 fine and a years’ imprison- 
ment. 

Exempt from the bar are farm 
machinery parts, farm commodities, 
goods manufactured for the use of 
states or political subdivisions and 
articles made in Federal institu- 
tions. 

Roosevelt also signed a Dill re- 
quiring all woolen articles to bear 
labels disclosing the exact fiber 
content, including percentages of 
virgin or reclaimed wool. To be- 
come effective in nine months, the 
law will be enforced by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission and carry 
with it a maximum penalty of one 
year imprisonment and a $5000 
fine for willful violation.

Row With Foreign Office. 


Dr. Sellet of the Foreign Office, 
a thin, bitter little man, says that 
I have insulted him and everyone 
Says he’s going to make trouble 
for me. He asked me to call him 
at 12 and I though he meant that 
I should call him over the telephone, 
when he really meant that I 
should call personally at his office. 
So I called on the telephone from 
a point about 30 miles distant 
from his office and he was angry 
and said I should brine my pass- 
port with me at 6 p. m. today. 
When I got to the Foreign Office, 
the guards there wouldn’t let me 
in because they said I didn’t have 
the proper kind of a pass. I said 
I couldn’t get the proper kind of 
a pass without getting into the 
Foreign Office to get it. This went 
on for about an hour and, when I 
finally got to Sallet, he said I had 
been deliberately breaking appoint- 
ments with him and was insulting 
the German nation. He speaks ex- 
cellent English, having been a for- 
mer. instructor at Northwestern 
University, but he suddenly de- 
clared that he would not and could 
not speak the enemy language. 
He cursed me out in German for 
about 15 minutes but, since I 
couldn't understand much of it, 
it was all right with me. 


When I was supposed to be see- 
ing Dr. Sallet at noon I was at 
a Hitler youth camp on a sandy, 
piny stretch near Berlin. It was 
much as any boys’ camp save for 
German formality and the proverbs 
of Hitler all about. One read, 
“Who wants to live has to fight,” 
a second said, “Be fast as grey- 
hounds, hard as steel, tough as 
leather” and another, “All nature 
is a mighty struggle between 
strength and weakness, an eterna! 
victory of the strong against the 
weak.” 


It was a rather strange occa- 
sion. I was the only visitor, save 
for a German custodian, and the 
whole camp turned out for a series 
of exercises for me. First some 
little boys came up and tied some 
knots for me, holding the rope 
right under my nose. Then some

When ready to use, remove 
dough from refrigerator and let 
stand in warm room about one 
hour before molding. 

Turn out on lightly floured board, 
knead slightly and roll one-fourth 
inch thick.

Oysters Are 


Among Man's 
Oldest Foods

é<6 YSTERS in their way,” said 
0 Stephen Paget, “are quite as 
wonderful as poets, saints 

and men of science.” 

The season of the year has come 
again when, according to prover- 
bial hygiene, it is safe to eat oys- 
ters—the months with “r” in them. 
The prohibition is old-fashioned— 
most oysters today are grown in 
cultivated beds, the waters of which 
are Federal inspected. So the dan- 
ger of contamination that used to 
apply to warm months no longer 
holds. But the spawning season 
interferes with their edibility in 
midsummer. 

Oysters are among man’s oldest 
foods. They are fastened for life 
to one spot and an easy prey. The 
beetle-browed paleolith crept down 
to the water’s edge of the dawn 
oceans and snaked him off as fine 
an epicurean feast as anyone could 
want. Great heaps of oyster shells 
~—-middens—piled up by prehistoric 
man can be seen, many on the 
coasts of Florida. Oysters were 
delicacies in Greece and Rome. 
Pliny records the scientific cultiva- 
tion of oysters in the first century 
B, C. In the days of Augustus, one 
Sergius Orata made a fortune as 
oyster purveyor to the aristocracy 
of Rome. 

The modern scientific dietitian 
supports in every respect the epi- 
cure’s delight in oysters. The com- 
position of oysters is:

The carbohydrates come from the 
liver, the dark mass in the center. 
The high carbohydrate content 
must be reckoned with for diabetics. 

The oyster is very easily digest- 
ed if taken raw. Three medium 
sized oysters are disposed of by 
the stomach in one and three-quar- 
ters of an hour. Cooking makes 
them less digestible.

Diet and Exercise 


By Dr. Mary MacFadyen 


HAT tendency to put on weight 
T curing the fall and winter 

months may be minimized by 
attention to the diet, plus outdoor 
exercise, plus daily calisthenics. 
Even just-right girls should watch 
their menus, to be sure that they 
get the foods needed for best 
health. In reducing it is especial- 
ly important to have a_ well-bal- 
anced diet; slimming diets are 
often deficient in vitamins, miner- 
als, proteins and other necessary 
elements, 

It is important to get your share 
of vegetables—green, leafy vege- 
tables especially, for the valuable 
iron and vitamins they contain. Eat 
two or three vegetables a day; one 
can be a small potato. If you are 
in good health you can eat meat 
every day, and meats such as steak, 
liver, beef or lamb chops have good 
“blood-building” qualities. Butter 
should be included in the day’s 
meals even if you are redycing, 
because it contains valuable vita- 
min A. 

Fresh fruits, including oranges 
or grapefruit, are essential to the 
well balanced diet. Vitamin B is 
obtained by eating whole-grain ce- 
reals and whole-wheat bread. And 
don’t forget your milk—at least one 
pint a day is necessary; you need 
it for its calcium and vitamin con- 
tent. Cheese helps make up for a 
low-in-milk diet. 

If you have to watch your pound- 
age, cut out rich pastries and fancy 
desserts, but don't eliminate the 
“necessary foods.” Eat fruit for 
dessert: An orange, apple, pear or 
peach; or fruit stewed without 
sugar. Take your coffee without 


cream and with only a bit of 
sugar. Avoid between-meal snacks, 
If you have many pounds to. lose, 
your doctor should supervise your 
reducing efforts. 


Here are some exercises that will 
help counteract the effects of a se- 
dentary existence and help keep 


the figure from “going soft”: 

1. Stretch yourself!—a limber-up- 
per. Stand on tiptoe, “and reach 
high into the air with both hands. 
Now, without letting yourself sag 
like an accordion, go down, let- 
ting arms fall to your side. But 
don't collapse. Keep that stretched- 
tall feeling. This exercise lifts the 
chest and straightens the back, as 
well as helping to overcome sag- 
ging of the abdomen. 

2. Here’s a good one for weak 
and flabby leg and thigh muscles. 
Lie down on the floor. Now, keep- 
ing the —- straight, move the 
foot as if you’re writing a big circle 
in the air—be brisk about it. Do 
10 times, then rest and repeat with 
the opposite leg. 

3. “Abdominal breathing.” Here’s 
a good rib-stretching exercise that 
will teach you to hold your chest 
up. Lie flat on your back on the 
floor, hands behind neck. Now 
raise your chest and hold it high 
while you breathe deeply—in, out. 

4. Climb stairs, if they are handy. 
This brings into action many 
muscles—legs, thighs, hips, back 
and abdomen—don’t try much 
stairclimbing unles you're a healthy 
young thing with sound hearts and 
arteries. If in doubt, ask your doc- 
tor. In going upstairs, don’t hunch 
forward—hold yourself easily erect, 
leaning forward only enough to 
keep your balance. A stair-climb- 
ing exercise can be done if no real 
stairs are handy: Slowly lift first 
one leg and then the other as if 
you're going to take two steps at 
a time. Push yourself up, hard, 
using ball of the foot, and really 
stretch upward.

This is the first in a series of articles by Dr. Morris Fishbein, eminent 
medica! authority, destribing how and why the Draft Board’s examining 
doctors will select or reject the private citizen called up for service with 


the United States Army. 


Dr. Fishbein writes with the authority of his 


position as Chairman of the Medical Board organized by the Government to 
explain the physical provisions of the draft. ' 


United States, 16,500,000 men 

who are between 21 and 35 years 
of age will register for possible 
military training. The report is 
that 400,000 will be called for train- 
ing by Jan. 1, and perhaps an ad- 
ditional 400,000 during the three 
months thereafter. It is estimat- 
ed that the colored population con- 
stitutes 9 per cent of the total, and 
that there will be 36,000 Negro sol- 
diers among the first 400,000 men 
to be drafted. 

After the young man registers, he 
will receive a certificate, and his 
name wil] be forwarded to the local 
selective board. 

Under the law, the President is 
authorized to provide for deferring 
from training service those men 
who are found to be physically, 
mentally or morally deficient or 
defective. Thus, in order to meet 
this obligation, there is a physician 
associated with each of the draft 
boards. In addition there will be 
medical advisory boards to assist 
the doctor or to pass on appeals. 

Moreover, the young man passes 
through a far more rigorous physi- 
cal examination even after he has 
been passed by the physician on the 
draft board. In the operation of 
selective service in the previous 
war the young man who passes the 
draft board was sent immediately 
to camp. Under the new system 
there will be established through- 
out the United States 100 physical 
examining boards which will make 
a really rigorous examination and 
which will determine definitely 
whether or not the young man is 
qualified for military service. 

In this series of articles it is 
hoped to present an outline of the 
nature of this examination. This 
should be studied so that the reg- 
istrants may know fairly well 
whether or not they will be able to 
meet the physical and mental qual- 
ifications. In the meantime, every 
young man who is likely to be con- 
sidered for training may well deter- 
mine for himself, by the aid-of his 
own doctor, the nature of his physi- 
cal condition. With the examina- 
tion made by his own doctor, the 
young man may go to the draft 
board with the understanding con- 


T nites sta throughout’ the 


fidtnce that he might not other- 
wise have. 

Each of the physical examining 
boards is to consist of 11 medical 
officers and one dental officer. Dur- 
ing the World War, examining 
boards handled 400 men per day 
and in periods of emergency it 
was speeded up to as many as 800 
to 1000 in a single day. 

The examinations by the physi- 
cian of the draft board and the 
physical examination board = will 
save many hours of time for men 
who would otherwise be sent to 
camp and there found to be phys- 
ically unfit. When-young men S8e- 
lected for training are examined 
by the physical examining boards 
they will be classified into groups, 
the first being those selected for 
general service; second, those se- 
lected for special and limited mili- 
tary service, and the third group 
those who, because of physical de- 
fects, are unacceptable for any 
class of military service. 

These standards will not apply 
to those who will be selected for 
commissions in the army; that is 
to say, for positions as officers.

however, he has recovered from 
such a condition and has not had 
any complications which remain 
permanently, he would be inducted. 
If he is drawn-in the selective 
service at the time when he is ill, 
his acceptance is merely deferred 
until final examination shows that 
he has recovered. 

This applies also to malaria, 
hookworm, or to any recent injury 
such as a wound of the hand. The 
existence of such an injury will 
not bar the young man from serv- 
ice, but would merely defer his 
acceptance. 

On the other hand, the presence 
of cancer or any other malignant 
disease, of active tuberculosis, lep- 
rosy, rheumatic fever or severe in- 
fection of the bones—or even 5e€- 
vere hookworm, which might re- 
quire months for recovery—would 
be sufficient to, put the registrant 
in the class that is not to be 
called for any type of military 
service. 

After the registrant has filled 
out the questionnaire with which 
he will be supplied and the ques- 
tions have been answered as to 
the general and miscellaneous de- 
fects, there comes the question of 
his height, weight, and chest 
measurement. Accompanying this 
article is a table of standards and 
minimum acceptable measurements 
of height, weight, and circumfer- 
ence of the chest. 

Anyone who falls within these 
standards is considered suitable for 
general military service, even those 
whose weight is greater than the 
standard indicated for the height, 
provided the overweight is not suf- 
ficient to interfere with military 
training. Thus the mere fact that 
a man is overweight will not in it- 
self bar him from military service. 
Such a man may be selected for 
limited service or special service, 
provided he is not otherwise men- 
tally and physically unfit. 

The army cannot use men who 
are “outsizes.”" The man who is 
less than 60 inches in height or 


less than 105 pounds in weight is 
simply too small for the army; 
the giant has. the same trouble. 
Anybody that is more than 6 feet 
6 inches tall or whose weight is 
far out of proportion to his height 
is also considered to be outsize and 
will not be inducted into regular 
military service. 

The examining board is given 
a good deal of discretion in mat- 
ters of weight and height. If in 
the opinion of the board, proper 
food and physical training will 
make a man capable of giving 
service, he is likely to be inducted 


into the service, and to get just 
the proper food and training nec- 
essary to make him a physically 
fit specimen. For such a man, in- 
duction into the service is a bene- 
fit which will mean far more to 
him than any other benefit which 
may come to him in his life. 

Because of the importance of 
vision, of hearing, and a healthful 
mouth and nose, as well as teeth, 
in military service, a number of 
specialists will be associated with 
each examining board to make cer- 
tain that the candidate is qualified. 

Obviously, it will not be possible 
for the doctor with the local draft 
board to give a careful test to the 
eyes of each candidate. That must 
wait for the physical examining 
board. Here the candidate will 
have opportunity to read the vari- 
ous types and a record will be 
made of just how well he sees 
with each of his eyes. 
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F he can read the type that is 

marked 20-feet at a distance of 

20 feet, his vision is recorded as 
20-20, which is said t' be normal. 
If he cannot read below the 30- 
feet type, his vicion is imperfect, 
and his vision is recorded as 20-30, 
which means that he can read 30- 
feet type at a distance of 20 feet. 
Norma! vision does not mean that 
there is no deviation from 20-20. 
Men are considered suitable for 
service if they can read type that 
is marked 100 at ~ distance of 20 
feet, provided, of course, that the 
provision of suitable eyeglasses 
will bring the vision up to 20-40. 

Other minor lesions of the eye, 
like color blindness or squint or 
slight infections of the eye will 
not be such as to bar a man from 
training. It is quite likely that 
under army medical care many of 
these conditions would be improved 
or cured. Indeed, the loss of one 
eye or blindness in one eye would 
not bar a man from limited mili- 
tary service, provided the other eye 
had fairly good vision and could 
be brought to 20-40 with glasses. 

Mild infections of the eye, droop- 
ing of the eyelids, or slight squint 
might make a man eligible for spe- 
cia] service. There are some con- 
ditions affecting the eyes, however, 
which would completely debar a 
man from any kind of military 
service. Here are such diseases as 
glaucoma, which is an increase in 
the tension within the eye; detach- 
ment of the retina, which produces 
blindness; deep ulcers, and chronic 
inflammatory diseases which make 
it impossible for a person to do 
any kind of work. 

Experience in previous examina- 


tions for military service have 
shown that many a young man 
has attempted in his time to evade 
service by feigning disease or dis- 
turbance of vision. Today our 
modern methods of medical exam- 
ination are so complete that it may 
be said that it would be rare if 
not an impossible performance for 
any young man to attempt to do 
this. 

The ears are also tested. Those 
with normal hearing will be in- 
duced into service; those with slight 
defects of hearing will be regis- 
tered for special service; those 
whose hearing is far below normal 
and those who are hard of hear- 
ing, as well as those with chronic 
infections of the ear, will be re- 
fused _opportunity for military 
service.

GAIN previous experience has 
A shown that some young men try 

to evade service by feigning 
disturbances of hearing. Modern 
devices and technics make this al- 
most impossible. Hearing itself is 
subject to psychologic suggestion. 
All of these factors are known to 
the examiners. 

Ordinary enlargement of the ton- 
sils and adenoids is not considered 
a bar to military service. Neither 
is hoarseness nor a mild cough suf- 
ficient to bar a man from military 
service. Hay-fever may be annoy- 
ing, but a person with hay fever 
can still be a good soldier. 

If, however, the nose is so con- 
structed that breathing is difficult, 
if there is no voice or a man can- 
not speak so that he can be heard, 
and if he has hay-fever so serious 
as to keep him in bed, he will have 
to be limited ‘to special kinds of 
service. Finally, there are men with 
infections of the nose and throat, 
with paralysis of the voice, with 
deformities of the mouth, throat 
and nose which are such as to make 
them unacceptable for any military 
capacity. 

In the last selective service, great 
numbers of men were found to 
have defective teeth. Some persons 
have such serious diseases of the 
gums or of the jaws that they can- 
not eat or pay attention to any 
kind of work. Some men have lost 
so many teeth and have _ such 
serious infections and decay around 
the teeth that they are not physical- 
ly fit. Such men must also be con- 
sidered unfit for service, 

If, however, the teeth are found 
to be in fairly good condition so 
that the man can chew his food, if 
he has the minimum of three good 
teeth above and three below oppos- 
ing for chewing, and three above 
and below for biting. he is consid- 
ered to have enough teeth to get 
into the army. That is a total of 
12 good teeth. There are few men 
between 21 and 35 years of age who 
have less.
